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House Resolution No. 345

Whereas, Joe Sorrel of East Prairie, Missouri, has been an esteemed member of the 2003-2004

Whereas, it is fitting and proper that the Missouri House of Representatives pause in its diverse
legislative endeavors in order to commend the work of Joe Sorrel as a member of the 2003-2004 Speaker’s
Agriculture Task Force:
